SEN T TO OHIO. 


A Distinguished Co mpany Acco mpanies 
tbs Casket to tka Train at the Capital 
•—Death o f Judge Key —His Interest 
In the W ell Claim—A Treaty Rev o ked 
—Natio nal Capital No tes. 


W ashington C ity . Oct. 14.—The remains 
Df Chief Justice Salmon P. Chase left Wash- 
ngton by a special train, which preceded the 
regular 3 :3 0 train, Wednesday afternoon, for 
Cincinnati 
An assemblage of distinguished 
people accompanied the remains in proces­ 
sion from the cemetery to the station. Among 
them were a committee of congress, of which 
Representative Butterworth is chairman and 
Representatives Little and Outhwaite are 
members; a committee of the supreme court 
of the United States, consisting of th3 chief

justice and As-ociate Justices Blatchford. 
Matthews aud Woods; a committee of the 
liar a-sociation; a committee consisting of 
prominent colored m m, with whom the dis­ 
tinguished head had personal friendly re­ 
lations; Attorney General Garland, repre­ 
senting the president; Senor Romero, the 
Mexican minister; Whitelaw Reid and Hiram 
Barney (two of 
the pall-bearers of the 
>riginal funeral), W. W. 
Corcoran, and 
many local people of note. 
There was no ceremonial in Washington. 
The remains, which were doiiosited thirteen 
y ears ago in Oak Hill cemetery , were disin­ 
terred Monday and lay in their casket in the 
middle of the little Gothic chapel in the ceme­ 
tery . 
Around them the assemblage stood 
with uncovered heads while the body guard

DEAD TH REE THO USAND YEARS. 


A Ghastly Sensatio n at fittsburg Pro v es 
To De a Very Ancient C orpse. 
P ittsburg, O ct 1 4 .—Wednesday after­ 
noon intense excitement was caused in tbl­ 
and Allegheny City by ths announcement 
that the remains of a woman, in a nude con­ 
dition. had been found in a box at the Alle­ 
gheny City garbage dumps. 
Tho evening 
papers gave much space to tho “ghastly 
find,” alleging that marks on tho box indi­ 
cated its recent arrival in New York by a 
Pacific mail steamer, and that it had been 
forwarded to this city by the Adams Express 
company . 
In rolling over the sklo of the 
dump the box was broken mid tho remain- 
rolled out into tho water. 
The body was 
that of a medium-sized person and was evi­ 
dently that of a woman. 
The hair was dark 
and long, the flesh was dry and clung tight 
to the bones, with the appearance of having 
undergone a special preparation for sliij/ 
ment. The head was twisted to one side, tin 
right arm was torn from the socket, the legs 
also lieing torn from the body , apparently by 
violence, for the purpose of crowding the 
body into the box. 
Detectives were summoned and the remains 
were carefully restore 1 to the heavy oak box 
and hauled to tho Allegheny police station 
and the coroner notified to hold an inquest. 
An effort was then mode to find the colored 
ash-hauler w*ho had deposited the box at 
the river. 
Late 
in 
the 
afternoon 
he 
was apprehended and created the utmost 
consternation by the statement t hat he had 
taken the box from tho ash vault at the Pitts 
burg female college. 
Thither the detective* 
ashed with all possible speed and excitedly 
uinmoned the Rev. Dr. I. C. Pershing, ex­ 
president of the college. 
To the reverend 
gentleman the detectives unfolded the detail* 
of the terrible find, how* it had been traced to 
that institution, and demanded an explana­ 
tion. 
I>r. Pershing was speechless, and it was 
only by tho greatest effort that he could find 
breath to exclaim: “Mummy .” Light began 
to dawn ou the minds of the detectives, and 
as soon as their mirth could be controlled an 
explanation followed. 
Several y ears ago « 
missionary friend of the doctor had sent him 
a fine specimen of a female mummy from 
Peru, in South America, to be placed in the 
college museum. 
It had been on exhibition 
for along time, and had been removed to the 
cellar while the museum was being repaired. 
While in the cellar rats had so defaced it that 
it could not again be placed on exhibition, 
and it had !x*en ordered removed.

If yo u will w atch a jx?rfectly healthy 
baby when it is asleep yo u will see th a t its 
sho ulders arc quite lo w and even, th a t it.» 
m o uth is usually clo sed and that it is I,ivntil­ 
ing co m fo rtably fro m its lo w er chest. 
\V 
kno w th a t the lungs an* the chief purifiers o f 
the blo o d, but to iierfo rm th eir duty satis­ 
facto rily the air cells o f the Jungs m ust Ik* 
filled with filtered air and they m ust have 
plenty o f ro o m in which to w o rk, so we are, 
o n the who le, well satisfied w ith the baby's 
metho d o f breathing. In fact, we have reaso n 
to lxdieve th at the system has been ta ug h t 
by nature herself, and when we can g*t 
nature's m etho ds a t first hand it is seldo m 
wo rth while to try to im pro ve upo n them 
very m uch. 
But when the baby gro ws up, if it chance 
to be a girl, her clo thing is usually such th a t 
it interferes with the free actio n o f muscles 
th a t are co ncerned in enlarging the cavity o f 
the chest, so th a t the lo w er p a rt o f the lungs, 
which sho uld lie busy takin g in their share 
o f o xygen to m ake the blo o d fresh and brig h t, 
an* seldo m used, and the blo o d go es aw ay 
fro m the lungs o nly p artly freed fro m if» 
im purities, while the lungs them selves do no t 
get exercise eno ugh fo r their o wn go o d. 


NOT THE ONLY OBSTACLE. 
B ut tig h t dressing, tho ugh the m o st serio us 
hindrance to the habit o f go o d breathing, is 
no t the o nly o bstacle. 
There are careless 
w ays o f sitting and standing th a t draw the 
sho ulders fo rw ard and cram p th e chest, and 
it is as hard fo r the lungs to do go o d wo rk 
when th e die ,t is narro w and co nstricted as 
it is fo r a clo sely bandaged hand to set a co py 
o f clear, graceful penm anship. 
Then there 
are lazy ways o f breathing and o ne-sided 
ways o f breathing, and the particularly bad 
habit o f breathing thro ugh the m o uth. 
No w 
the no se was m eant to breathe thro ugh, and 
it is m arvelo usly arranged fo r filtering the 
im purities o ut o f the a ir and fo r changing it 
to a suitable tem perature fo r entering the 
lungs. 
The m o uth has no such apparatus, 
and when the a ir is swallo wed thro ugh the 
m o uth instead o f breathed thro ugh th e no se 
it has an injurio us effect upo n th e lungs. 
A 
sto ry is to ld o f an Indian who had a i>erso iinl 
enco unter w ith a w hite m an m uch his supe­ 
rio r in size and strength, and who was asked 
afterw ard if he w as n o t afraid. 
“Ale never 
afraid o f m an who keeps m o nth o pen,” was 
the im m ediate reply. 
Indeed, 
breath in g 
thro ugh the m o uth gives a fo o lish and weak 
expressio n to tho face, as yo u m ay see by 
w atching any o ne sleep w ith tho m o uth o pen. 
It is well to establish tho h abit o f deep 
breat hing, if it do es n o t already exist; but, in 
additio n to this, the reserve a ir which is left 
in tho lungs a fte r an o rdinary exp iratio n 
sho uld be expelled and the lungs tho ro ughly 
ventilated a t least tw ice every day. 
F irst, 
then, w c to it th a t the a ir in the ro o m is as 
pure and fresh as o ut-o f-do o r a ir can m ake it. 
Then, with all tight and superfluo us clo thing 
rem o val, lie flat o n tho back and, w ith the 
m o uth firm ly clo sed, take a full, deep breath. 
Ho ld it eight o r ten seco nds, and then let it 
o ut. 
Tak • ano ther, and yet an o th er breath 
in the same way. 


REPEAT T ins E X E R C ISE . 
A fter th a t take a breath into the lungs as 
slo w ly as po ssible, beginning to fill them a t 
their lo west extrem ities, and inhaling g ra du ­ 
ally until they are filled to their full capacity, 
when the air sho uld be exhaled in the sam e 
slo w and steady m anner in which it was taken 
in. 
Re}K‘.al this exercise three o r fo ur tim es. 
No w w atch and see if the sho ulders are kept 
draw n do wn and im m o vable while the a ir is 
inhale I. as they sho uld be, o r if they are 
draw n up, and are thus ro bbing the dia­ 
phragm and muscles o f fo rced breathing o f 
half th eir exercise. 
W hen yo u have taken this m o vem ent ngaii. 
to m ake sure th a t tho sho ulders are in go .» A 
po sitio n, thro w yo ur arm s vertically o ver 
yo ur head and hike ano ther quick, full in­ 
spiratio n, swinging tho arm s rapidly to the 
sides clo se to the bo dy and back' again o ver 
the head. 
Sw ing the arm s up and do wn fo ur 
tim es o n the sam e breath and repeat the exer­ 
cise three o r fo ur times. 
A fter this it is a go o d plan to stand erect 
w ith the arm s ho rizo ntal a t the si lo s and 
vigo ro usly clap the hands fro m th a t po sitio n 
o ver the head a few times. 
W hen takin g 
such m o vem ents in an erect po sitio n alw ays 
keep the chin tw o o r three inches back o f 
the vertical. 
A few such exercises as these, fo r five o r 
ten m inutes a t night and m o rning, will p ro ­ 
m o te refreshing sleep and give increased 
vitality fo r duties and o ccupatio ns o f the day, 
and it m ay be no ted in co nclusio n th a t an 
anaemic o r lo w co nditio n o f the'blo o d is sel­ 
do m fo und where there is an established 
habit o f fall, deep breathing w ith the m o uth 
clo sed.—Helen C lark Sw azy in St. Nicho las.
